Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1951,  to  which  is  added  the  annual  report  of  the 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  very 
satisfactory  during  1951* 

Statistics  show  a  birth  rate  of  19*9  and  death  rate 
of  10.5  as  compared  with  15.5  and  12.5  respectively  for 
England  and  Wales.  One  still  birth  only  occurred  and 
there  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  cauros 

Infectious  diseases  have  been  exceedingly  few  with 
no  diphtheria  and  only  4  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  8 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  reported  a  slight  increase 
on  previous  years. 

29  Council  Houses  have  been  built  during  the  year 
i;-'1-ing  a  total  of  214  since  the  war.  27  further  council 
houses  were  in  the  course  of  erection.  9  houses  were 
built  by  private  enterprise. 

From  the  Fan  it  ary  Inspector  and  Surveyor's  report  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  unsatisfactory  position  in  the 
district  as  regards  sewerage  is  much  the  same  as  last  year. 
Permission  was  however  given  by  the  Minis  try  of  Health  to 
commence  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Eye,  The 
remainder  of  these  schemes  will  be  carried  out  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permit.

INSPECTIONS,  COMPLAINTS,  NOTICES . 

Inspections  273  Re-visits  324 

Complaints  received  93 

64  Informal  Notices  were  served  under  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  during  the  year.  5  Informal  Notices  were  outstanding 
8t  the  end  of  the  year. 

HOUSING  ACT 

43  Complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  and  of  these, 

36  were  remedied  as  a  result  of  personal  calls  or  letters  to  owners, 
and  4  were  remedied  after  the  serving  of  Informal  Notices  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  3  Informal  Notices 

were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Housing  Survey  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
Parishes  of  Sutton,  Upton,  Marholm  and  Leeping  Gate,  and  a  total  of

3  Informal  Notices  were  served  during  the  year  requiring  the 
provision  of  additional  or  adequate  sanitary  accommodation,  and 
1  Informal  Notice  in  respect  of  the  cleansing  of  floor  and  walls  of 
existing  conveniences. 


PROFS  ACT 

The  number  of  shops  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
44.  Of  these  12  are  lock-up  shops,  the  remainder  have  living 
accommodation  attached  to  shop. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Byelaws  were  made  under  section 
15  of  the  Food  &  Lrugs  Act  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary 
and  Cleanly  Conditions  and  Practices  in  connection  with  the  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food,  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air. 
Copies  of  the  Byelaws  have  been  delivered  to  all  Food  Shops  in  the 
district . 


PESTS  ACT 


During  the  year  12  treatments  for  the  disinfestation  of  rats 
were  carried  out  at  various  private  houses,  schools  and  school 
canteens  in  the  district.  In  addition,  periodical  treatments 
were  carried  out  at  the  Councils  sewage  w orks  at  Eye  and  1  treatment 
at  the  Station  Road  dyke,  Ailsworth.  As  a  result  45  rats  were 
picked  up. 

The  Vi/hole  of  the  cost  of  the  work  carried  out  to  private 
houses  and  business  premises  is  recovered  from  the  owners. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

None  in  use  in  the  district. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  carcases  of  8  pigs  slaughtered  on  a  farm  on  the  instructions 
cy f  a  Veterinary  Surgeon  were  inspected.  One  whole  carcase  was 
condemned  and  destroyed  (Chronic  Erysipilas)  together  with  the  Pluck 
and  entire  organs  of  3  other  carcases.  The  remainder  were  sent 
to  the  Abattoir  in  Peterborough.

Newborough  2, 

In  addition  to  the  above  2  police  Houses,  (1  at  Helpston  and 
1  at  Peakirk)  and  1  House  in  connection  with  Arthur  Mellows  College 
Glinton  have  been  erected. 

6  houses  were  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  bungalow  at  Northborough  has  been,  converted  into  2  separate 
dwellings  during  the  year,  and  work  had  also  been  commenced  on  the 
conversion  of  another  bungalow  at  Helpston  into  2  separate  dwellings. 
In  'each  case  only  very  small  structural  alterations  were  necessary.

MAINTENANCE  WORK  ON  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  owned  422  permanent  houses 
and  2  temporary  dwellings  in  the  district. 

The  chief  items  of  expenditure  has  again  been  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  ne.v  grates  and  rain  water  tanks,  chiefly 
to  those  houses  e  he  i  b  etween  the  years  1914  to  1927.  Apart 
from  thesr  '-,ems,  <  ap  or  work  to  these  old  houses  has  been 
comparati\o..y  small.  In  contrast  to  these,  maintenance  work  on 
the  Post  War  houses  sb^w  every  indication  of  being  heavy  and 
continuous,  due  chiefly  to  the  increased  domestic  appliances 
provided  to  the  houses.  The  greatly  increased  cost  of  labour  and 
materials  since  1939  has  had  a  serious  effect  on  maintenance  costs. 

All  the  houses  will  soon  require  external  painting,  including 
the  Post  War  houses  at  Northam  Close  and  Little  Close,  Eye.  This 
will  be  a  very  expensive  item  as  the  average  cost  per  house  is 
likely  to  be  not  less  than  £20. 

HUTMENT  CAMPS . 

There  are  20  occupied  huts  at  Marholm  and  1  hut  that  has  been 
closed  and  will  not  be  re-let. 

Others  will  be  closed  and  disposed  of  as  they  become  empty. 

An  Agricultural  Hostel  Building  at  Borough  Fen  has  been  taken 
over  by  the  Council  and  is  being  converted  into  4  bungalows.  Two 
have  been  completed  and  occupied,  but  work  on  the  remaining  two 
is  proceeding  very  slowly-.

DRAINAGE  AMD  cLUAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  general  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  much  the  same 
as  reported  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1950  with  the  exception  that 
permission  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  to  commence  on  the 
soheme  for  the  Parish  of  Lye. 

In  1939  the  Council  provided  a  piped  supply  of  water  to  every 
village  in  the  district  and  intended  to  follow  this  up  by  systems 
of  sewage  collection  and  disposal.  Unfortunately  the  War  came  and 
ended  for  the  time  being  any  work  of  this  description.  Immediately 
after  the  war  the  Council  again  considered  the  question  of  sewerage 
collection  and  disposal  and  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  approved 
by  the  Ministry.  Unfortunately  owing  to  the  present  financial 
position  of  the  Country,  and  the  Defence  Programme,  it  may  be  some 
time  before  the  whole  scheme  can  be  completed. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Council  can  only,  as  far  as  possible, 
endeavour  to  mitigate  the  nuisances  that  are  prevalent  throughout 
the  district  end  which  are  due  chiefly  to  sulage  water  discharging 
into  surface  water  drains,  which  in  turn  discharge  into  various  dykes 
and  water  courses,  and  which  may  result  in  action  being  taken  against 
the  Council  by  the  various  River  Catchment  Boards.  buch  action 
would  place  the  Council  in  an  impossible  position. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  night-soil  is  carried  out  by 
Contract  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  manner. 

WATERWORKS . 

The  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  purchased  in  bulk 
from  the  City  of  Peterborough  and  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality.  The  necessary  tests,  bacteriological,  chemical  etc. 
are  carried  out  by  the  City  Waterworks  Department. 

The  total  amount  purchased  during  the  year  has  been  5C, 380, 000 
gallons  as  against  50,346,000  gallons  for  the  year  1950  an  increase 
of  34,000  gallons. 

28  new  connections  have  been  made  to  the  main  during  the  yer,r, 
chiefly  to  fields  and  new  houses. 

PETROLEUM  LICENCES . 


The  number  of  licences  granted  during  the  year  authorising  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit  either  for  private  useage  or  for  sale 
has  been  34  and  fees  collected  for  licences  amounting  tc  £22.10.0.
